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ACCEPTANCE SPEECH 

The difficulties that beset our profession have been noised around 
in such a way that nary a person can be found that is not conversant 
with our situation. 

We are so endangered by forces from within and from without 
our numbers that our own identity has become blurred, not only to 
others, but even to ourselves. 

The pressures and changes of today’s society and forces over which 
we have no control, have created an environment of frustration that is 
often expressed in bitter remarks of resentment, heard almost daily, 
along the hallways and at the lunch tables of the hospitals, “It is not 
fun to practice medicine anymore”. We appear to be witnessing the 
dying spasms of organized medicine as we have known it. This thought 
is foreign and intolerable to us. 

When we crossed the honorable threshold of what has been con¬ 
sidered the world’s second oldest profession, we envisioned with lofty 
youthful ideals, ourselves becoming members of a very special brother¬ 
hood, accounted among its numbers names as revered as Hippocrates, 
Pasteur, Osier, etc. We seriously looked forward to meeting the ravages 
of epidemics, the challenges of natural and industrial disasters and the 
horror of war and coming out the victors. 

Many in our County Medical Society have lived and exercised 
their skills in such situations, with expertise and compassion, even at 
the peril of their own lives. They counted not their personal danger, 
but the satisfaction of fulfilling what they had sworn to do, to follow 
a code of ethics that demanded among other things the following, and 
I quote: 

“The regimen I adopt shall be for the benefit of my patients accord¬ 
ing to my ability and judgment, and not for their hurt or for any wrong¬ 
doing. 

“I will give no deadly drug to anyone, though it be asked of me, 
nor will I counsel such, and especially 1 will not aid a woman to pro¬ 
cure abortion. 

“Whatsoever house I enter, there will I go for the benefit of the 
sick, refraining from all wrongdoing or corruption, and especially from 
any act of seduction, male or female, of bond or free.” 

Can we honestly say that this is the image of the physician that

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Editorial: 


“Two perceptions cast their shadows over my existence. One consists in 
my realization that the world is inexplicably mysterious and full of suffering: 
the other in the fact that I have been bom into a period of spiritual decadence 
in mankind. I therefore stand and work in the world as one who aims at 
making men less shallow and morally better by making them think.” 

It is with these words that Albert Schweitzer, philosopher and physician, 
that I open my commentary. I open with the words of a man who repre¬ 
sented the zenith of our noble profession — and to contrast him with the 
nadir at which we now find ourselves. When I started out on my journey 
towards medicine, I sought the most noble of professions — a vocation, a 
mission full of self-respect and respect for my fellow man: ideals of helping 
mankind battle physical and moral disease. By the time 1 arrived at the ful¬ 
fillment of my vocation, I found myself entering a profession that is sus¬ 
pended in an existential void, and a moral vacuum. The title of physician, 
once envisioned in my own mind as an emblem of honor and respect, now has 
mysteriously transfigured itself into an albatross about my neck! As a pro¬ 
fession, we are now regarded with disdain as the government and society 
prepares to redefine our lives and our profession. 

In these twilight hours of our present existence, we can see ourselves 
scampering about and climbing over one another hoping to be in the better 
position when darkness finally comes. We are clearly demonstrating that we 
are incapable of policing ourselves — that we are incapable of acting as a 
single body, as a profession with a singular goal. Discreet and not so discreet 
forms of advertising slowly appear in more and more aggressive tones and 
surely indicate that some of us wish to be of more service than others and 
more noble than others. We are divided by a multitude of factors: division 
by race, by culture, by envy, by simple location. When one succeeds another 
weeps, and when one fails another is joyful. Is it possible that any group 
such as this be it a race, a nation, or a profession, could survive any assault. 
There are no divisive issues between us, only divisive individuals. 

How and why this profession has arrived at such a state is critical. We 
exist as an aberration in the western socio-economic system. We provide 
what society considers an essential service and, for the past eighty years, we 
have been permitted to provide it on our own terms — most other essential 
services lesser than ours have long since been regulated. That in itself is

the public at large still has today? Have we allowed ourselves to be so effaced 
before public opinion that we have become the target of our government, in¬ 
dustries, and other professionals, as the mongrel of the village, is the target 
of the children who stone it mercilessly as it passes by? 

Without hesitation we can say no to the above statement. While it is 
true that some among us have opted to forfeit their oath, the great majority 
of physicians view life with respect and revere it from the cradle to the grave. 
This concept is in danger of disappearing with many other principles that have 
already faded away. We would like nothing better than to be permitted to 
practice in peace and in an environment of confidence, honesty, respect and 
l°ve for one another; sharpening our skills by friendly confrontation in com¬ 
petition with other physicians, and even though we are fiercely independent, 
we are not usually bellicose. But, however well intentioned we may be, we 
also owe it to ourselves and to those who have put their trust in us, to stand 
firm, because our battle is also their battle. 

It is indeed sad and disheartening to witness the tug of war presently 
waged between third parties, the recipient of medical services and the pro¬ 
viders of such, using the dollar as the proverbial rope, while other oppor¬ 
tunists are waiting on the sideline, to grab their share of that rope, as they 
perceive what appears to be our inevitable defeat. As unaccustomed as we 
may be to do things other than what encumbers our profession, we must 
however be ready to make our weight be felt in this struggle. 

We know that our primary responsibility is to our patients and we must 
preserve our concern for them at all costs. In doing so, we can view the 
recent regulations, as lopsided as they may be, as an attempt to legislate and 
“improve the quality of medical care’’. Unfortunately, the fiscal concern has 
become paramount in the regulator’s mind, rather than human welfare. 

All considered, practicing our profession is also our livelihood and, for 
many of us, is our only livelihood. Do we not have, therefore, the right to 
defend what we have obtained through many hours of toil, many sleepless 
nights, and many unrewarded efforts? 

Why must it be considered dishonorable or illegal, to stand for what is 
ours and avail ourselves of whatever aid is needed to guard the priceless life 
of our profession and what it stands for? 

We are, indeed, accustomed to exercise courage every time that we face 
emergencies and make decisions of life and death importance. Today, we 
need that kind of courage to bind ourselves together in a common and stronger 
bond than ever before, for it is our very lives that are in peril. 

Let us, therefore, be united in principle, in ethics, in character, in skill, 
and in purpose. Let no one say that our intentions are based and our en¬ 
deavors only for selfish lucre, but let us so conduct ourselves during this 
struggle with such clean and visible efforts, that it will rally around us those 
of our numbers who have been apathetic thus far, and will present to the 
public a real concern, the welfare of our patients and the freedom to exer- 
cis our profession without fear or coercion from any source.

no problem but, as the cost for our services escalated to a point where the 
provision of our services became a burden, the cry went up — not so much 
from patients but, more importantly, from large financial concerns that bear 
the burden of payment. Our inability to defer gratification, to co-operatively 
plan for our own survival, manifests itself as our present chaos. It has be¬ 
come clear that, as we are confronted by unified forces from without the 
profession, our future lies in a unified and co-operative effort that will 
demonstrate our ability as a noble profession to rise above individual differ¬ 
ences and institutional differences. 

The evolution of our profession very well parallels the evolution of our 
species. Early in our development as a species, we would range the savanahs 
taking whatever we pleased from the abundance that nature placed before 
us. As our numbers grew, the open savanah and natural food supply could 
not support us and nature, abused, rebelled. Man found it necessary to form 
communities in which each talent was used to maximum benefit. The harvest 
was only as bountiful as the toil and sweat put into it by the community. The 
system that we have so long abused is now preparing to rise up, devour us 
and then spit us back in the form it wishes upon us. It is time we moved, 
from foraging individuals, toward a community existence that allows the most 
efficient use of our talents and our resources. I still have a great respect for 
our profession and wish to continue its practice in the manner I so long 
sought. The present climate of threat from within as well as without makes 
this difficult for me and for many others. I feel we are like the prodigal son. 
Unfortunately, in this case, we have squandered our moral and ethical birth¬ 
right and now we seek to sit at our father’s table, again. We have done much 
good as a profession, but it may not have been enough. We cannot look 
around to cast blame: we can only blame ourselves: likewise, we should not 
let the solution be imposed upon us. It can also come from within us. As 
we started — “I therefore stand and work in the world as one who aims at 
making men less shallow and morally better by making them think.”

Past. 

Physicians who openly opposed Medicare, as proposed and legislated, 
were considered both selfish and unconcerned regarding a definite problem.

Physicians and hospitals are confronted with D.R.G. Our time honored 
practice of treating patients and their families as people is disappearing. 
Therapy based on diagnosis is primary. 

Medical care for the aged is being rationed — whether called “utilization 
control , appropriate care”, “optimal care”, “resource allocation”. 

Aged have multiple illnesses. Physicians cannot order their patients to, 
“Have only one illness” and “Do not have any complications”. Where will 
people with may illnesses get proper health care? The stated purpose of Medi¬ 
care (appropriate, better, total care, for the aged) has not been achieved. 

Private insurance companies have started to pay claims on a “reasonable 
and customary” basis — as determined by them. 

The number of H.M.O.s and P.P.O.s is increasing. Are physicians and 
the public given a total picture of the advantages and disadvantages of these 
types of practice? For example, does the H.M.O. withhold part of payment to 
physicians if it does not make a profit or pay extra if it makes more money 
than planned? 

Future? 

D.R.G. will apply to all hospital admissions — not just related to age. 

Insurance carriers will determine physicians’ fees for all patients. 

Fewer physicians will remain in private practice. 

Medical care will be rationed. Quality of care must diminish along with 
quantity. 

Decisions will be made by people not directly involved in medical care. 

Nursing homes will increase in numbers and services. 

As the number of “teaching cases” necessarily decrease, graduate training 
will be concentrated in fewer hospitals. 

The receivers of health care will be victimized by the propaganda: “Less 
is Better”.

From the Sxecs Desk

It is expected that final tabulation of per capita health care costs for 
1984 will be $4,202 for Americans aged 65 and older. More than 45 percent 
of that was estimated as hospital costs, 20 percent for nursing home care; 
and 21 percent for physician services. It is also estimated that more than two- 
thirds of the health care dollar will come from government programs. 

***** 

With all the alphabet health care plans — HMP, PPO, IPA, etc. — that 
are ostensibly designed to reduce the cost of health care, it might be inter¬ 
esting to find out who gets the money that is saved. In some cases, the patient 
benefits because more things are paid for. In other instances, the employer 
reaps the benefit of the savings or the insurance company gets the extra money 
that is available because of the institution of a “health-care plan.” In some 
cases, the savings in health care costs are eaten up by the cost of administra¬ 
tion. In each case, it is almost a “lead pipe cinch” that the physician is going 
to come out on the short end of the stick and the hospitals are not going to 
fare well either. 

***** 

With the price of medical treatment approaching 11% of the gross na¬ 
tional product, there are some experts predicting that some form of rationing 
will be necessary. Rationing means that some people will be denied potentially 
life saving - or life-longing - treatment and care. If it comes to that, it will 
have to be the cost-cutters who do the selecting because physicians are re¬ 
quired to do everything that they believe may benefit each patient without 
regard to costs or other societal considerations. The patient first. 

***** 

At the end of 1982, the AMA Masterfile listed Ohio with 20,197 physi¬ 
cians. Of that number, 8,472 were under age 40.
